The 
whole Boer retreat after the rout at 
Gleccoe Hills was a movement not 
without purpose, as Joubert says he was 
unable to hold his own against" Symons' 
com maud, and so withdrew to a point 
where he had a large body of fresh 
troops. 


The fact that the British cnvalry pur- 


sued him did not bother him, as the 
chase had not proceeded far when Jou- 
bert rallied his men, turned on the 
British horse, and gave them battle, 
though the result of his preliminary 
skirmish is not reported, 'it is' quite 
likely that the'Boers succeeded in driv- 
ing tbe British back.

"toany -were captured. 
The force of 


the Boers approximated 1,200, while 
the British had a much larger number. 
'The burghers were strongly Intrenched 
-and"in many respects the battle was 
like that at Dundee "hill. Eemarkable 
bravery, was shown by the Boers, es- 
:pecially 
in 
repeatedly 
returning to 


their guns'after they had beeen si- 
lenced by the British artillery. 


London, Oct.'"23.—The war 
depart- 


ment this morniiy'g has heard nothing 
•official of :the second Glencoe battle, 
-which indicates that either the fighting 
Is extremely severe and the battle Is 
•still undecided or else it is, barely pos- 
sible that the fight at Elandslaagte !s 
•confused into a second Glencoe fight. 
. . The latest official list of the British 
losses gave 39 killed and. 175 wounded. 


The British evidently underestimated 


.Joubert's staying powers when they 
"thought they had him whipped for good 
.after Friday's battle in the Glencoe 
.'hills. 


Since Friday, however, Joubert has 


•engaged his foes twice, first at Elands- 
'laagte. and again in the vicinity o' 
Glencoe Sunday. The British claim a 
-complete victory at Elandsiaagte, but 
the result of the second attack at or 
»ear Glencoe Sunday is yet unknown. 


Apparently only a small division of 


Joubert's force was engaged at Elands- 
laagte on .Saturday to keep Gen; Sir 
•George White's .troops busy while the 
•wily Boer secured re-enforcements and 
fresh wind, and again assaulted Glen- 
•coe to retrieve if possible Friday's de- 
teat. The whole Boer retreat after the 
rout at Glencoe hills ivas a movement 
not without purpose, as Joubert saw 
he was unable to hold his own against 
•Gen. Symons' command, and so with- 
drew to a point where he had a large 
tody'of'fresh troops. 


The fact that Che British cavalry 


pursued, him did not bother him, as the 
•chase had.not proceeded far when Jou - 
bert rallied his men, turned on the 
British horse and gave them battle. 
'Though the result of this preliminary 
•skirmish 
is' not reported, it Is quite 


likely that .the Boers succeeded . in 
•driving the British back. 


.Joubert 1s found facing 
Glencoe 


•again Sunday with 9,000 men, w'Sile 
"White is thirty miles 
away in the 


•direction of Elandslaagte. 


Gen. Yule, who succeeded Gen. Sy- 


mons, is holding Glencoe with some 
4,000 troops, .who are suffering from 
the 
fatigue of Friday's hard-earned 


•victory. 


It is not unlikely that when the re- 


turns are received of the Sunday battle 
*t Glencoe it may be found that the 
British have sustained even heavier 
Josses than on Friday, if not defeat. 


British reports, 
however, 
declare 


that Gen. Yule is in a good position to 
told his. own, but it is admitted that 
there is no certainty yet as'to how the 
balance will turn. 
. The battle at Elandslaagte Is by tar 
the most serious so far. The British 
admit losing 160 killed and. wounded.

The British officers had better luck 


•on Friday, however, as i t ' i s not.re- 
ported that any we're killed. 


The Boers have lost Gen. Kock, Piet 


Joubert. a nephew of Gen. Joabert, 
who were killled, and Col. Schiel and 
•Commandant Demeillion captured. The 
•seriousness of the Elandslaagte fight 
•confirms the'belief that the first battle 
•of Glencoe was part of a general com- 
bined attack by the Boers'from three, 
•directions. 


Gen. White quickly realized on Fri- 


day that this movement was of a most 
formidable kind, and not only had it 
.so far succeeded that the Boers had es- 
tablished 
themselves about Elands- 


laagte on the railway line and severed 
the connection between 
Ladysmith 


and Dundee but had timed themselves 
so as to lend a hand ,t.o the Free Stat-

TRUST IS BARD HIT. 


The Illinois Supreme court dealt the 


trusts a body blow in the case of Charles 
F, HardiDg of Chicago, versus the filu- 
cose combination. 
The court 
holds 


that this corporation is a trust under the 
law, and that the parties interested are 
guilty of conspiracy to defraud. All 


, deeds and instruments transferring pro- 


perty to the trust are annulled, and the 
lower court is ordered to grant such 


- relist as is consistent, and sustained by 


the records of the case. 


This ruling is a sweeping one, and 


lawyers are much'interested. The text 
of the decision has not yet been given 
out. but it .is unlikely that it will 
differ 


mateiially fiorn the newspaper accounts. 


Harding charged that the intent of 


the combination is lor the purpose of 
regulating and fixing the price and con- 
trolling the entire outpxit of glucose and 
grape sugar, throughout the United 
States, which is in.direct violation of the 
laws of the'state. It is further alleged 
that the organizers and promoters, of 
the trust propose to stop';,competition, 
limit produ<*tion,\and .regulate prices by 


, closing up several of the plants which 
they1 have purchased or agreed to buy. 


• The court held Harding's view of the 
ease, and remanded the action on the 
grounds above stated. 


This decision, it would appear, has 


•gone much further than any ruling yet 
made, but the end is not yef, as the 
trust will doubtless light the casa to the 
last ditch. 


CANNOT 
BAR 
THEM: 
OUT 


A decision of much importance to 


municipalities has just been handed 
down by the Michigan courts, the sub- 
stance of it being that common councils 
cannot refuse the use of streets under 
proper restrictions. 
A dispatch from 


Lansing tells the story as follows:. 


"Two years ago the common councils 


of the cities of Benton Harbor and St. 
Joseph refused to grant the petitions of 
the Michigan Telephone company for 
permission to erect poles and string 
wires in certain specified streets and 
alleys. As they had previously ordered 
the street commissioner to -cut down 
poles 
already 
erected, 
the action 


amounted to prohibition of the use of 
the street. 


"Permission was, however, granted to 


a rival company. Injunction proceedings 
followed and the matter has since been 
in the courts., 


"The supreme court has settled the 


controversy in favor of the 
telephone 


company, holding that it is clearly the 
duty of the councils to act upon the 
petitions and establish reasonable rules 
and regulations governing the erection 
of poles, etc. It is held that here the 
authority of the municipality ends and 
that it has no power to prohibit the use 
of the streets to telegraph or telephone 
companies, which have become essential 
in commercial transactions. Both coun- 
cils are directed to provide reasonable 
regulations, designed simply to protect 
the public from unnecessary obstruc- 
tions, inconveniences and dangers." 


The first impression would be that 


this decision took from the common 
council a right that the council should 
exercise, but a moment's reflection shows 
that this was not the case. In this in- 
stance the aldermen were killing com- 
petition by barring out one company for 
the benefit of another, and it is well for 
the people that the supreme court in- 
terfered.

It is probable that Marconi's wireless 


telegraphy will be used by the British 
to aid them .in their war against the 
Boers. By doing so they will forestall 
the experiments which our own war 
department was just about to begin. 


In using the system in South Africa 


the messages would undoubtedly be 
sent from kites or captive balloons, 
. which are the means by wliich signals 
are sent by the British army in their 
campaigns in -India and Africa. 


In the Afghan campaigns detach- 


ments frequently communicated with 
each other across mountain passes 50 
miles wide. Such detachments would 
.scarcely ever be more than 200 miles 
apart, 
especially . in South 
Africa, 


where the distances would not be so 
great as in India. 


"Wireless messages coulcl be sent a 


distance of at least 250 miles from bal- 
loons or kites raised to an elevation of 
250 feet, but probably they would not 
have to be raised higher-than 100 or 
150 feet in the event of a campaign 
against the Boers, owing to the nature 
of the country'; 
• 


With regard to such a proposition, It 


may be stated that Mr. Marconi had 
.already in working order, In England 
eight 
experimental, stations, 
fully 


equipped with apparatus and a staff of 
operators, so that.there could readily 
be detached for service In Natal or 
wherever 
the 
military 
authorities 


might require trained operators able 
to place the invention at the full serv- 
ice of the English military authorities. 


The main objection to the use of the 


wireless telegraph — that an enemy

might easily avail himself of the Infor- 
mation being transmitted by erecting 
.receivers of his own—would probably 
not be sustained in the case of the 
Boers, who have little predisposition 
for scientific inventions. 


That wireless telegraphy may be of 


the greatest practical benefit for the 
transmission of information essential 
to the conduct of military operatious 
has been already partly proved in the 
recent maneuvers of the British army 
on Salisbury plain and at sea by the 
fleet. 
Within the last week or two 


Signer Marconi received news of the 
entire success of the transmission of 
messages over a distance of more than 
a hundred miles of -sea and land In 
England. 


The value of the wireless signal sys- 


tem for war service will of course be 
tremendous,.more so than the literature 
of the day seems to anticipate. There 
will no longer be auy necessity for the 
dangerous task of laying wires over 
uncertain territory or of guarding or 
worrying about the line to see that the 
circuit is not broken. Messages can be 
kept flying right over the enemy's head 
from camp to camp. 


The heliograph has been found use- 


ful for this reason, but. it can be relied 
upon only over short distances and 
while the sun is bright. Moreover, the 
use of the heliographs from tower to 
tower or from balloon to balloon would 
necessitate the exposure of men at 
their utmost heights. 


With the wireless device one aerial 


station simply repeats the 
message 


sent from below to the other, which au- 
tomatically whispers it down a wire to 
any conveniently fortified place. At the 
sound of alarm the entire equipment at 
either end can be disconnected, packed 
away and made ready for transporta- 
tion within three minutes. 


Suppose a small detachment of men 


is in some fortress besieged by the 
enemy on all sides. A distant station, 
safe inside the lines somewhere, would 
receive a message stating -the circum- 
stances and receive,.periodical reports 
as to the condition of the men, their 
ammunition, provisions and how long 
they could" hold out. This intelligence 
would roll out of the receiving appa- 
ratus as quiekly and accurately as 
stock quotations fall out of the ticker. 


In the experiments to be made by 


our own signal corps captive balloons 
will be sent up to various altitudes. 
They will be employed instead of the 
high poles which Marconi has hitherto 
used. Some of them will be covered 
with tin foil. 
Others will carry up 


Plates such as are now attached to the 
tops of poles.

acquire medical knowledge for her du- 
ties in Africa.

after which they will sail for Europe 
and from there to Luebo, in the Kongo 
Free State. They will have to iravel 
far into the interior of the dark conti- 
nent before they reach the place where 
Dr. Snyder has been a missionary phy- 
sician for seven years. 


They will travel by boat up to almost 


the very source of the Kongo river. 
From there a 200 mile railroad and 
then a canoe will 'take them to the 
place where they will spend their hon- 
eymoon. No other white woman has 
been in that portion of Africa (where, 
the tribes still practice cannibalism) 
for years, but Miss Wood looks for- 
ward with hope to her work as a for- 
eign missionary and nurse.

Notes On Bread-flaking. 


REQUISITE'S. 


FIRST—The best flour (Gold Medal) 


fresh, sweet yeast, pure water or milk 
scalded, clean salt, sweet butter or lard, if 
shortening is used, ani a good oven. 


SECOND—A copk who knows how 


to use these things or one willing to learn 
and practice with skill, strength and pa- 
tience. 


Third—Flour should be kept in a dry 


place. .Bring flour, milk or water, and 
dough to a temperature of 70 degrees; 
keep doors and windows shut 
Do not 


knead dough to stiff; a soft dough makes 
tender bread. Let it rise to double size, 
but not over-rise, especially in loaves, this 
is fatal. 
To prevent bread from rising 


unevenly in the oven, 'turn loat end for 
end every five minutes. In forty or fifty 
minutes the loaf will shrink and slip easily 
from the pan. Should have an evenly 
browned crust.
